In all the old herbals tho name is 
given to the ground pine (Ajuga ohamo- 
epitys) on account of its offensive smell, 
and sometimes, also, to tho speedwell 
Mills, in his "History of Chivalry," in- 
vented the legend of the drowning 
knight throwing the flower to his lady 
and fixed tho name on the pretty lolne

The Populist Convention at Taooma, 


Washington, issued a call to the people 
of the State for fusion on the silver 
issns regardless of politics. It begins 
with the words- "Bead not to contra 
diet nor to believe, but to weigh and 
. toneider." It declares that American 
indifference to Government misgovern 
ment mast end or the republic wil 
cease to exist. It severely criticises 
the Republican bosses and urge those 
who have been deceived to break awaj 
from the party and join in a loyal, pat 
riolic campaign for right and agains 
monopoly and the single gold standard 
It declares that two-thirds of the Be 
publicans of the state of Washington 
are for the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver. Now tbat the 
"bosses" have hauled down the bime- 
tallic flag and ran up the single gold 
standard flag, Republicans are asked if 
if is not to their interest to leave the 
party which for years has been doml 
nated by powerful monopolists. 


The call recites the principles uf the 


Populist party and closes with an in 
vitation to all voters to join in the 
formation of a party which will ad- 
vocate equal rignts to all, men, women 
and children and special privileges to 
none. 


It is admitted by many Republicans 


tbat over two-thirds of the people ol 
Eastern Washington are favorable to 
silver and the Spokesman-Renew, one 01 
the leading newspapers of the State, 
claims tbat four-fifths of the people 
of Washington are favorable to free 
coinage. 


The defeat of the single gold stand- 


ard in the coming Presidential cam- 
paign depends upon the action of the 
Silver men, who are, beyond doubt, in 
a majority in the United States. If 
they fight each other and divide into 
factions the gold men will carry the 
country; if they unita and present an 
unbroken front to the commom enemy 
they will be victorious. The gold men 
of all parties will unite on McKinley 
There is no reasonable doubt of that. 
If the silver men unite on a canditate 
and let minor differences alone they 
will sweep the countay.

He believes that Henry M. Teller 
represents in the fullest and highest 
sense the true principles and purpopes 
of the Republican party as advocated 
by Lincoln, Grant and Elaine. He in- 
dorses the suggestion of his candidacy 
for President and does not hesitate io 
say that he shall give him his hearty 
support, and advises all who believe in 
the principles for which he stands to 
do the same.

The Republican National Convention 
which nominated Harrison for Presi- 
dent denounced Cleveland's Adminis- 
tration for its efforts to demonetize 
silver. That convention declared for

When it is time to clean the carpet 
take a pail of hot clean water and a 
large flannel cloth, wet the carpet 
very slightly with the flannel, then rub 
over with the ball of soap, and wipe off 
the soap with the flannel as dry as 
possible. For brussols and velvet, and 
other carpets with close heavy nap, 
this is an easy and very satisfactory 
method of making them as clean and 
fresh as new. Do not put on enough 
water to soak through but simply to 
dampen the surface.

The ory of "fifty-cent dollar" raised 


by the gold men in the East, is reacting 
upon employers. At Hazleton, Penn- 
sylvania, many of those employing 
large numbers of men,have experienced 
considerable trouble. The men got it 
into their heads that silver dollars and 
paper money were not worth more than 
half their face value, and at the monthly 
paydays refused to take anything hut 
golcl coin. One man, a contractor, who 
employed 300 men, could not get gold 
enough to pay them. The men held a 
meeting and decided that they would 
be gold men commercially, if their em- 
ployers were gold men politically, and 
that their labor should 'be paid for on 
a "sound money" basis, only. 
The 


contractor called at his bank and want- 
ed $1,000 in gold. He was dumbfounded 
when the teller told him he could not 
get that much gold in the county. Out 
of $11,000,000 on deposit in the several 
banks in the county, it was estimated 
mated that not one-half the amount of 
gold which he required was kin circula- 
tion. The laborers refused to take 
more than five dollars in silver or pa- 
paper, and the contractor was greatly 
embarrassed.

They have been insisting that silver 
dollars are fifty-cent dollars, and their 
employes are taking them at their word 
Out of $10,000,000 on deposit in the 
banks there is not $500 in gold coin 
and the laborers whom they employ 
will not take anything bat gold for,

NEUVERED FOR TIME. 


Threw Trout S'rom the Wagon to Appease 


Brum'fl Appetite— Thu Bears Wanted Big- 
ger Game, bat Didn't Get It — Tbe Old 


o County Guide's Story.

"General Grant was a great lover of 


trout fishiup, " said a guide, "and the 
f -vutc.-it 01 nil his outings was at Kane, 
,'lcKaiic county, Pa., in August, 1869. 
I i _coived a lottsr late in July of that 
your requesting that I got everything 
i eady for u two weeks' fishing tour on 
the Osv, uyo creek. 


' ''I ki« struam flows through the north- 


\,o,!<ni part of Potter county, one of 
the wildest forest sections. At that time 
I -,\ .is livii'g at Kane and spent all my 
tinjf in the woods hunting and fishing. 


"Gf;;orul Grant usually was accom- 


panied by one or more companions, but 
th'.<: time he came to Kane alone. It 
\\ :;<= then, prior to leaving Kane for O* 
v. ayocipck, that General Grant wrote 
lii 
lett'r to Secretary of State Fish 


< oix-erniug the belligerency of Ouba. 
We were delayed 24 hours on account 
of ih.it letter, because General Grant 
KTjcist the whole day in thinking the 
Biur.iiou over. The general was glad to 
got the subject off his mind for the time 
beinc, as ho remarked to me, 'Well, 
that settles Cuban matters with me un- 
til I return from this trout fishing trip. ' 


"I had the general's rod and flies in 


shape. We got on my old spring wagon 
and started for a farmhouse near Sharon 
Center. 
Tho roads were rough, and by 


the time we had covered the distance of 
."7 miles we were tired out, and the old 
iiorsc lay down. It was about 10 o'clock 
at night when we reached John Haber- 
steon's home in the country. 
He had 


been expecting us and assisted in put- 
ting up the horse and showed us the 
rooms we were to occupy. We did not 
go to the trout stream the following 


day. 
'Best is more desirable than trout, ' 


is the way the general put it. 


"While Habers teen was not acquaint- 


ed with Grant prior to our arrival, he 
was a fast friend of mine, as we had 
gone to school together. General Grant 
soon made a warm friend of Haborsteen. 


"Thu first Jay's h'shiiig along Os- 


\V»YO creek was successful, arid wo re- 
tuincd with a number of trout. It vr 
u difficult place to reach, and the coun- 
try simply abounded with wild game. 
Tho general was fond of seeing deer go 
through the woods and was not a bit 
afraid of bears. 


"General Grant was an expert fisher - 


in -,n and could whip a stream with any 
ot t'.ip pot lijhcri1. 
He would never fish 


l'ci noat v.ith bait. 
But if it so hap- 


•j -iid Ih.-ic he had lost all his files, ho 
would put on whatever he could find 
: : r! continue to whip the stream. The 
!',.o of us in five days' fishing caught 
7J J I: nut, all good sized ones. 
We ate 


snme of tlidn. and the rest were packed 
jn ice to La .•>• ut to friends. 


1 'I shall UM tr forgot our return from 


Sharon Center to Kane. Wo had every- 
Hung on the spring wagon, including 
ilio itr.l tiout. 
After traveling about 


four imle ! we passed through an excep- 
t" naily h^avy woodland, and when we 
\\cro abovt 200 yards from the woods 
t,.o bc'i.vs made their appearance. They 
fi^luii along after ts ut 11 gait that 
s-! 1,1, :1 us that they were gaining on 
tli^ In no. 
Vhey evidently had scented 


tiu fit-ii and were wishing for a good 
meal. 


"We did not feel much afraid until 


v, e rr.nie to discover that our guns and 
revolvers were left behind at Haber- 
steeu's hotihC. Tho bears were gradual- 
ly gaining oil us, and it was time to be 
thinking about doing something. 
" ' What's to bo done in a case of this 


kind?" queried the general, 
' ' ' Tho only thing I know of is to 


drivo so fast that they can't catch up, ' 
I replied. 
But the faster we drove the 


more rapidly the bears ran. 


"'I know how to get away from 


them, ' exclaimed Grant. ' Wo will throw 
trout to the ground, a few feet apart, 
and as tho bears stop to pick them up 
we will gain so muoh by every fish. '

"We concluded that the old horse

We lost tho bears, and in the vil- 
lage related the story of the bears fol- 
lowing us to several formers, who got 
guns and started after them. 


''Do you know what those confounded 


bears were doing when they found 
them? They stopped at the end of the 
trout trail and for a distance of ;i mile 
and a half back had eaten nearly all 
the trout. They evidently wanted big- 
ger game, and when they saw they 
could not get it they were content to eat 
trout. 
Tho bears were overtaken and 


killed. 


"At tho village we looked to see how 


many trout we had left. To our surprise 
we had only 250 out of the 700. " — New 
York Press.

Scotch Item Laborer*. 


During the last 10 or 13 years we. 


have witnessed in Scotland auenonnoos 
decrease in the number of "hands" em- 
ployed in agricultural work In 1871 
there were in Scotland 165,096 farm 
servants, in 1881 there were 149,765 
and in 1891 only 130,770. Doubtless 
more than one cause has contributed to 
this result, but in the main it must be 
traced back to two great central facts. 
(1) During the last 20 years large 
tracts of arable land have gone out 
of cultivation. (2) During the same pe- 
riod there has taken place an enor- 
mous displacement of hand labor by 
machinery. Take the effect of bnt one 
single invention. During the past few 
seasons self binding reapers have rap- 
idly sprung into popularity. 


According to The Agricultural Econo- 


mist, reaping and tying corn by manual 
labor used to cost from 8a to 10s. per 
acre, bnt with the new machines it 
costs only from Is. 6d. to 2s. Od. per 
acre. In other words, some 20 or 80 
youths can now perform the work that 
formerly required 50 able bodied men 
and an equal number of young lads and 
lasses. This is bub one ^sample out of 
many.
